CRITICS WOULD SHOOT STORES, 


LEADER OF SCULPTURE REBELS 


ST. JOSEPH, Mich., March 23.—Im-, 


portant testimony relied upon by the 
defense in the trial of William Z. Fos- 
ter, charged with violation 
of the 


Michigan syndicalist act, was ruled 
out today by Judge Charles White. 


The court held that testimony of a 


general nature taken in many deposi- 
tion hearings thruout the country by 
Roster's attorney, could not be intro- 
duced. 


The ruling was made when Frank 


P. Walsh, attorney for Foster, at- 
tempted to present a deposition of 
Leo M. Harkins, a Philadelphia so- 
cialist, with the intention of impeach- 
ing statements of Francis Morrow in- 
vestigator "K-97" for the federal gov- 
ernment and star prosecution wit- 
ness. However, the decision will not 
apply to other depositions, such as 
the sensational one made by Arthur 
Bailin, In Chicago. 


The court ruled that the only por- 


tions of the deposition which could sabotage: 


be introduced were those affecting 
Morrow's reputation for truth and 
veracity. 
The decision was made after 
the 


most bitter battle of attorneys in the 
trial thus far. Arguments continued 
thruout the morning. 


"We want to show what Morrow did 


and what 
he advocated," Walsh 


shouted. 
"We will show that Mor- 


row was not a government agent but 
a communist in direct contradiction 
to what he said on the witness stand " 


Attorney General 0. L. Smith, in 


charge of the prosecution, told the 
court that he did not believe the depo- 
sition could be legally presented, as 
it contained much testimony of a gen 
eral nature and not strictly applicable 
to the Foster charges. The judge up 
held his stand.

WASHINGTON. March 23.—Repub- 


lican political leaders thruout the 
country *re virtually unanimous for 
the renomination of President Hard-

Every reply received in response to 


a request for comment on Mr. Hard- 
ing's candidacy, as announced by At- 
torney General Daugherty, brought a 
prediction" that the president will be 
renominated, with little opposition. 
Likewise the committeemen made op- 
timistic prophesies ae to his chance., 
for reelection. Many stated that dele- 
gations from their states would

solidly pledged to Mr. Harding and 
the people of their states strongly 
favored his candidacy. 


The president has the strong sup- 


port <of committeemen from 
the 


thickly populated states with their big 
blocks of votes.

Former May Dissolve. 


The will of Hpllis E. Wood, who 


died March 20, %%as filed in county 
court Friday morning. The accom- 
panying petition^ for probate sta.tes 
that the amount of the estate is ap- 
proximately $233,000, ?33,000 Of which 
is in personal property. 


~~ The will- asks that all debts of the 
deceased be aaid, and that a fund 
comprising the residue be created, 
which shall be in charge of 
Hellen L. Wood, the widow, and Har- 
old W., a son, as executors. The docu- 
ment was dated December 28, 1914, 
and provided that the trust fund 
should be held, until the daughter 
Marian E. Wood, should reach the age 
of eighteen. The petition for probate 
shows that the daughter has passed 
that age, and that she is unmarried. 
The document was interpreted 
to 


mean that the' widow may now- dis- 
solve the trust fund, if she wishes. 


When the trust fund is dissolved, 


the widow is to receive one third of 
the property, and the remaining two 
thirds are to go to four children, with 
the exception of some bequests to 
grandchildren.

Twenty-two families living in the Henkle block were 


made homeless in the fire that destroyed that building. 
Nearly all lost all they had because they did not have time 
to get belongings out. Few carried insurance. Some of the 
families have been assisted but others have not and need 
help. 


Their plight calls for the assistance of every charitably- 


disposed person able to give. Over $800 in cash has been 
contributed thru The Journal, but if you cannot give money 
give clothing or furniture.

FIND A PNEUMONIA CORE 


St. Mary's Hospital Doctors Find 


That Metal Plates and Electric 


Current Are Successful. 


NEW YORK. March 23.—A remar.k- 


able new cure for pneumonia has been 
discovered and found to be practical, 
according to an announcement today 
by doctor* In St. Mary's hospital In 
Hoboken. 


Known as tho diathermic treatment, 


it consists of placing metal plates on 
the chest and back of the patient and 
passing an electric current tliru the 
lungs. The temperature inside the 
lungs is so increased that the conges- 
tion is said to be broken up after a 
few treatments. 


The method was introduced into St. 


Mary's by Dr. H. V. Broeser, an x-ray 
specialist, after It had been used ef- 
fectively in twenty cases in the ma- 
rine hospital on Staten Island. 
It 


was introduced there by Dr. Harrey 
JB. Stewart of Yale. 


It is not known to exactly what tem- 


perature 
the air in the lungs is 


raised, but on experiments with dogs, 
the lung heat waa said to be as high 
as 115 degrees. The use of beat in 
curing pneumonia is rery old, mustard 


Blasters, etc., hairing; been used

many years. 
The present method, 


however, makes the temperatuiw even 
higher, does not burn the skin ana d oes 
not dangerously raise the patient's 
temperature, it was said. 


The treatments, which last twenty 


minutes, and are given twice a day, 
are used in.extreme cases.

CHICAGO, March 23.—The romance 


of robbing the United States Is notic- 
ing to the romance of saving souls. 


The lure of the mail robber cannot 


be compared to the thrill of dragging 
a fellow human being out of the gut- 
ter and setting him. on the "path 
called straight," Ralph. Teeter, one of 
the gang who staged the daring $360,- 
000 Dearborn street mail robbery, de- 
clared. He was the mall clerk who 
planned the hold-up. 
Teeter, known to Chicago's "back of 


the yards" district as "the man who 
squealed" and sent "Big Tim" Murphy 
to Jail for four years, is a missionary 
and jail worker on the staff of the 
Jim Hicks Bible society here. 


Thru With Bright Lights. 


Teeter declared, in telling for the 


first time the inside story of the rob- 
bery, that he was "thru with the 
bright lights forever." 
"J -was all bad when. I helped stage 


the Dearborn street robbery," he said. 
"I was like most young men. I liked 
a good time better than anything 
else. A good time costs money, and 
that% how I happened to plan, the 
great mail robbery. 
"But I learned my lesson during the 


eighteen months I laid in jail waiting 
to find out whether I would have to 
spend twenty years in prison for my 
part in the plot 
"I got a chance behind the bars to 


see how low a human being could 
sink—and how, given the chance, he 
could pull himself out of the depths. 


"I decided that about the most im- 


portant job a man could take was to 
give those fellows a chance. 


Promised to Amend Life. 


"My faith in God came to me si 


denly one night as I sat on my prisdH 
cot under the dim rays of the 'liglit 
that never goes out,' Thich swings in 
every jail corridor. 
I swore then I 


would give up my life to the other 
fellow if I got free—and I Trill." 


It was Teeter's confession, sub- 


mitted as evidence at the trial, -which 
resulted in the conviction of Murphy, 
Vinzenso Cosmano, and others who 
took part in the daring holdup, au- 
thorities declared. 
Teeter said, as he told the story, 


that he did so as a •warning "to young 
men who might go •wrong." 


"The government didn't hare any- 


thing on the gang," he said. "They 
could never have convicted them if I 
had not confessed." 


He declared after he made his con- 


fession he waited months, fearing 
that Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis 
would give him the maximum sen- 
tence. Landis, however, resigned and 
Teeter was given his freedom by an- 
other judge.

Allen Given First. 


The mile finds Allen of Nebraska, 


last year's winner, doping first, Pitt- 
inger, Missouri, second, Mclntyre or 
Bierbaum of Ames, third, and Wiiley 
or Henre of Kansas.- Aggies, fourth. 
Mclntyre won the event in the recent 
triangular meet at Ames in 4 minutes 
and 37 seconds. 


Ames, if she sends all of her strong 


mea to the meet, a thing she did not 
do last year, should prove strong m 
the middle distances and the relays. 


In a recent triangular meet at-Ames 


between Ames, Grinnell and Drake, 
Ames won with 53 points, Grinnell 
scored 41 and Drake 4. 
If Drake 


could do no better 
than 
4 points 


there it is Improbable that she can be 
considered able to take points in the 
Valley meet, unless of course she has 
new material to enter. In the trian- 
gular meet Grinnell showed a fast man 
in Green, who was high point man of 
the meet with firsts in tha hurdles 
and second in the dash. Coacji Buff 
has long been famous for turning out 
dash stars at Grinnell, so i t isn't 
stretching things to say that Grinnell 
has every chance in the world to up- 
set the dope completely in the hurdles 
and the dashes. In addition to Green, 
Grinnell has Haas, who was formerly 
Valley dash champ and is now back 
in school after a long absence. 


Little is known of the strength of 


Oklahoma and Washington, but Bier of 
Washington who took second in the 
outdoor Valley quarter last year is 
almost sure to place. Okfahoma does 
not work on boards, but Mangum, who 
took third in the outdoor Valley quar- 
ter should place. 


Kansas apparently has a better bal- 


anced team than any conference mem- 
ber on showing to date, and is especi- 
ally strong in the pole vault and high 
jump. Missouri rates strongest in the 
half mile or mile thru Pittinger, and 
also shows strength in the hurdles 
with Waddell and Simpson., 


Huskers Should Take Dashes. 


Nebraska should clean up first and 


second In the dash with Lloyd and 
Noble, with Irwin of the Kansas Ag- 
gies doping third and Fisher, Kansas, 


i fourth. Simons of Missouri and Haas 
and Green of Grinnell also stand a 
chance to figure in this event, much 


In the two mile the Aggies dope 


first and fourth with Kuykendall and 
their wealth of other distance men;

The shot put shows Missouri doping 


first and second thru Etter and Sur- 
face who cleaned up on Kansas in tne 
dual. However, Nebraska is a pos- 
sible dark horse as they entered only 
Noble at the K. C. A. C. meet Nor- 
ton of Kansas may well npset the 
shot dope, but he ^s being figured 
merely for a third -in the dope chart, 
with fourth place going to Nebraska.

Ames easily dopes 
first in this event, with Wolters run- 
nin anchor. • Ames has had a habit 
of taking the relay events in all 
meets she enters and will probably 
repeat in the Valley affair. From the 
fact that Missouri defeated Nebraska 
in the K. C. A. C. meet and Kansas 
defeated the Tiger in the dual, Kansas 
is doping second in the Valley scram- 
ble. Nebraska did not have her 
strength in the relay in the K. C. A. C. 
meet and .despite the Tiger \ictory 
the dopesters are rating the Corn- 
huskers to finish at'least third, with 
the Tiger fourth.

He gave 
figures to show that his plan -will 
hi ing a little less in taxes than the 
April 1 assessment. 


Osborne contended 
that his plan 


was fair. Others alleged the present 
law does not in fact require the use of 
12 as a divisor to obtain the average 
monthly assessable value of sugar fac- 
tories. The companies say the bill 
will increase their taxes greatly and 
more in proportion than the tax paid 
by farmers and merchants who are 
assessed on property on hand April 1.
